cipal council is also reported to have 
sent an ultim atum dem anding the pro­ 
m ulgation of a constitution.

CHARGE THROUGH LEFT LUNG 


Was Brought to Town by Com­ 


rade and Died at His Home

Harry Eugone Wilkins.age IT years, a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene I). Wilkins, 
of East Brainerd, was accidently shot 
and killed yesterday while out hunting 
with some of his comrades, and th e in­ 
cidents surrounding the accident are 
most appalling. 
Tho deceased with Ernest Palmer, Will 
Ebbinger and Roy Nash left Brainerd 
yesterday morning about 0 o'clock for 
Tamarac lake to huntducks. They drove 
a rig anil had aboard a duck boat. When 
they reached Tamarac lake they decided to 
go to a small lake just above there 
which was connected with Tamarac by 
a small brook. 
The team was tied at 
the foot of the creek and the boat was 
unloaded and young Wilkins and Ernest 
Palmer started up the creek with the 
boat, the other boys walked around 
through tho woods. They reached the 
little round lake above Tamarac and 
rowed toward the center when they were 
about in the middle of the lake they 
struck a sandbar and just as they dill a 
flock of ducks came over them. 
Palmer 
jumped out and went some distance 
from the boat on the sandbar anil tried 
his aim at the ducks. 
Wilkins too was 
anxious to get a shot at the ducks and 
he reached for his gun which way laying 
with the barrel pointing toward him. 
The young man was left handed and it 
was with his left hand that he grabbed 
the gun. 
In pulling it towards him the 
hammer caught on something and in an 
instance a shot was heard and Wilkins 
fell head first from the boat, his head 
resting on the sandbar and his feet still 
in the boat 
Young Palmer gave an 
alarm which called Roy Nash and Will 
Ebbinger to the 
scene. 
They waded 
through the water to the boat and did 
all they could to relieve the young man 
of tho terrible suffering which he was 
undergoing. 
The charge from the gun first took off 
a part of the young man s left hand and 
then followed the arm hitting him just 
a short distance above the left nipple. 
He got tile full charge here and his left 
lung was literally torn to pieces. 
A 
hole the size of the bottom of an ordin­ 
ary tomato can was bored into the 
young m an’s breast. 
He did not lose 
consciousness but directed tho boys 
what to do as near as possible. 
They 
were three-quarters 
of a mile from 
where the team was hitched. 
The boys 
prepared an improvised stretcher using 
their coats for the purpose and as the 
brush at either side of tho creek was 
too thick to walk through they waded 
down tho creek carrying their injured 
companion with 
all 
care 
th at 
they 
could possibly take. 
When they reach­ 
ed the team they had seven miles yet to 
come to Brainerd and they drove as 
rapidly as possible, arriving here about 
10:30 o’clock. 
The young man was taken to his home 
and Hrs. J. A. Thabes and A. F. Groves 
were called. 
They arrived before the 
young man died, but on examination in­ 
formed relatives that there was no hope. 
It was 9730 o’cldcic- when the accident 


The deceased was a boy among boys, 
and was highly respected aud honored 
by all who know Lira.
